WHEREAS, Terry Moore is known as "The Voice of W.O. Smith

Field" and has announced freshman, sophomore, and varsity

football games for approximately 30 years; he serves on the

Finance Committee at St. Mary Parish and was voted "Citizen of

the Year" by the Chester Chamber of Commerce in 1983; he is a

past member of Rotary International and is currently the Grand

Knight at the Knights of Columbus Council #3790; he was crowned

the very first Popeye King - his mother was the Queen - and he

is an avid St. Louis Cardinals fan; and

WHEREAS, Terry Moore will also retire from his position as

Assistant Business Administrator at the Chester Mental Health

Center, where he has worked for the past 11 years; previously

he owned and operated Moore and Wittenborn's Thriftway grocery

store in Chester, first with his father and then on his own; he
